Refused to Answer Germans. 
That night the German raiding par-

Col. E. J. Kirkesson, commanding 
the 1st engineers, wrote to Kendall’s 
family that the young lieutenant was 
missing in action. That was all at 
the time. 

Then gradually the story of Ken- 
dall’s fate became known. In May, 
1919, Maj. Gen. C. P. Summerall, one 
of the commanders of the Ist divi- 
sion, told of the finding of the lone 
grave behind the Prussian lines in 
Cantigny; which had been captured in 
the first great American victory, two 
days after Kendall disappeared. The 
body found there had been removed 
to the American cemetery at Bouvil- 
lers, France. It was later identified 
as that of Kendall. 

* Shot as Spy. 

From German sources it was learned 
that although he was in full uniform 
when captured between the lines, Ken- 
dall had been shot as aspy. The Ger- 
man officers suspected he could tell 
them about the American offensive 
which was about to take place. When 
he refused he was shot, but his silence 
did much to make the offensive a suc- 
cess—the kaiser learned that the 
American troops could fight. 

The official records and the report of 
the Red Cross have finally reached 
Mrs. Frank Kendall, mother of Lieut. 
Kendall, at her home, 4927 Washte- 
naw avenue. With another son, C. 
Guy Kendall, a buyer for A. C. Me- 
Clurg & Co., she has at last learned 
definitely the fate of her son.

There was a reduction in the miscel- 
laneous fees and licenses. Last year 
this fund totaled $8,582,869 and the 
controller @stimates it will aggregate 
$8,871,954 this year. Before liquor was 
placed under the ban this fund aver- 
aged around $12,500,000 a year. 

In a statement Dec. 23, 1918, the

000. If that is a fair average, then the 
loss Was about $4,000,000 a year, which 
has been more than offset by increased 
taxes. The “reduced income” argu- 
ment is such an open “ catch-a-vote”’ 
plea that the controller’s catechism did 
not even mention it. 

Compares It with State Cost. 

But the catechism used the catch-a- 
vote idea in another direction. 

That tells the reader that “the cost 
of municipal government in Chicago in- 
creased $13,784,948, or 9 3-10 per cent in 
the same four years” in which it is al- 
leged that the state government ex- 
penses under Gov. Lowden increased 
82 per cent. 

If $13,784,948 represents only 9 3-10 
per cent of “ the cost of municipal gov- 
@mment in Chicago’’ it follows that 
the total cost is more than $148,225,000.

Warns Against Fraud at Polls. 

A warning against fraud and care- 
lessness in counting the votes cast 
on the $8,000,000 bond issue proposi- 
tion at next Tuesday’s election has 
been issued by Augustus S. Peabody, 
president of the Citizens’ association, 
in a letter to George F. Lohman, 
chief clerk of the election board.

WAR OR PEACE? 


The United States cannot make a military alli- 
arice in peace time. Its traditional policy prevents. 
Its political conscience forbids. Its heterogeneous 
camposition is a bar. American complexity, ideals, 
opinions, and prejudices would keep any admin-| 
istration now or in the future, so far as we can 
foresee its conditions, from an alliance with an- 
other nation. 

We doubt that any administration would risk a 
secret alliance. That might be possible, but we 
doubt if any administration would take the political 
ehance even if prudence strongly urged that it be 
taken. 

This is the only great nation which has any auch 
restraints and prohibitions in the matter of na- 
tional defense. Alliances are the basis of Euro 
péan and Asiatic policy. Diplomacy elsewhere than 
im the United States aims at the forming of pro- 
tective or even aggressive groups. 

Among the many apparent facts which the United 
States senate insists upon overlooking in consider- 
ing the future of America this is an important one. 
It is ignored in the discussion of the naval holiday 
and it is one of the compelling reasons for a naval 
holiday. 

In the senate argument for the naval holiday 
it nearly every irrelevant question has 
been presented and discussed and hardly one which 
is relevant—everything oblique, nothing direct. 

‘The initial confusion is revealed by the senatorial 
conception of the holiday as “disarmament.” It 
does not remotely touch disarmament. It merely 
provides that the important navies of the world 
shall remain in the same rélative position to each 
ether for a specified number of years that they are 
in when the agreement is signed. That is not dis- 
armament. It merely stops competitive building. 

The purposes of peace are satisfied now. Rivalry 
in building has only one purpose. That is war. Ex- 
tensive naval construction will promote distrust, 


hatreds, the provocatives and incentives of war. No 
nation now can afford the heavy outlay of money 
required by competitive building and none which 
finds itself threatened can afford not to protect it- 
self. The great folly is completely exposed. 

The naval holiday is not disarmament, and it 
does not mean that the United States should go 
it alone. That is a particularly senseless thing to 
propose, but it is proposed in congress. We Can- 
not afford to stop building if Japan will not. We 
can afford to stop only if there is an agreement to 
stop, with Great Britain, the United States, and 
Japan joining. These points are so elementary that 
it is hard to miss them, but senators do miss them, 
and they proceed further to the strangest proposal 
of all, for a navy equal to any. 

Americans may say, without thinking, that this 
is sound policy. It is unsound for the reason stated 
at the beginning of this editorial. The United 
States cannot make alliances and every other great 
nation does. Japan, Great Britain, France, Italy, 
etc., live and defend themselves by alliances. 

Soon the British and Japanese alliances will be 
taken up for revision and renewal. The course 
taken by the United States will largely determine

* If Great Britain and Japan have the same enemy 

it is sound policy for them to combine against that 

enemy. Any nation which has a navy possibly 

superior to that of Great Britain is Great Britain’s 

enemy. There is no such thing as an “ equqg) navy.” 

One of the two rated as equal is the better. A fight 

would prove it. If a navy “equal to Great Brit- 

ain’s” proved in a fight that it was superior, the 

British empire is gone and Great Britain is a sec- 

ondary nation, dependent upon the terms of another 

nation even for its food. It would become a vassal | 
state. It could not be anything else. No one need 
think the British will take this chance. 

Great Britain cannot afford to build just now. It 
is too much in debt and is having too hard a time 
to put money in expensive battleships. It cannot 
afford to race the United States in naval construc- 
ton just at present and it does not have to do so.

It is to be solemnly considered that war or peace 
lies in the conclusions which congress and the new 
administratioh make upon this question. That is 
not an emotional exaggeration. ~~ 

Japan is our enemy, not with hatred or with a 
desire to destroy us, but coolly, collectedly, and 
determinedly our enemy. Japan could not destroy 
the United States or conquer it and would not be 
so foolish as to try, but Japan can win a destructive 
war against the United States if we by our policies 
make it possible, and take profit from that war, in 
which we should have nothing to gain if we won. 

Our most senseless war may arise out of our own 
conduct.

Perhaps the system would be ex- 
cellent if the dynamiting could be limited to the 
heads which require such forceful arguments. They 
would not be injured by a bomb. But bombs have 
an annoying way of scattering their force. Inno- 
cent bystanders ere likely to get in the way with 
painful if not fatal results. In view of such possi- 
bilities perhaps it would not be too much to ask 
the bomb throwers to desist. 

Chicago has become accustomed to bombs, but 
there are limits. These limits have been reached 
in the recent outrages. Every bomb thrower is a 
potential murderer, yet we do almost nothing to 
restrict them. We have grown so accustomed to 
bombings that they hardly stir a ripple of excite 
ment outside the radius of broken glass and bricks 
which they shake down. 

In the case of the barbers’ union officials, for in- 
stance, whose conviction for conspiracy ,was af- 
firmed Thursday, it developed that there was a 
regular scale of prices for bombing. A “ success- 


stench bomb $20. Even with this high development 
of the bombing trade the men in question were 
convicted and sentenced not for bombing but for 
conspiracy. 

Bombing has become commonplace. It is hardly 
more than an ill-advised prank. If by some ex- 
traordinary combination of circumstances a bomber 
is caught and convicted he gets a sentence not to 
exceed two years in prison. That is no obstacle 
in the way of a trade so well paid and apparently 
so immune from interruption. Twenty-five years 
to life in prison would be discouraging, particu- 
larly if a few more arrests and convictions of bomb 
throwers were obtained.

There couid not be a greater misfor- 
tune befall the United States than it should force a 
renewal of the British and Japanese alliance and 
have it in its new form directed against the United 
States. Our war with Japan begins that minute. 

The Japanese are trying to bring it about. That 
is why they rejected the proposal for a naval holl- 
day. They can be made to take it, but they know 
it is the end of warlike designs against the United 
States. They know that if the United States re 
jects it that is the end of the understanding between 
America and Great Britain. 

The British government, confidentially, is mak- 
ing the British dilemma perfectly plain. The Brit- 
ish come either to an understanding with the 
United States or to an alliance with Japan. It 
may be one of the momentous decisions of history 


to state regulation in detail, the state will become 
responsible for previding houses as well as for reg- 
ulating their management and profits.

BUNIONS—METATARSAL 
REVENGE. | 


ra ¢ ILL you kindly advise what, 
if anything,” Mrs. G. B. C, 
W writes, “ can be done to re- 
duoe or retard the further 
growth of bunions? I am troubled with 
one on one of my great toes and to date 
have found no remedy to relieve it.” 

For the relief of symptoms the rec- 
ommendations usually made are several. 
The wearing of loose, broad soled shoes, 
the use of bunion pads and shields, and 
keeping the big toe sepdrated from the 
‘mext toe by a rubber or cotton insert— 
all are helpful measures. Bathing the 
sore with alcohol, witch hazel, and bo- 
racic acid also is helpful. 

Bunions are pads overlying inflamed 
joints and bones. The pads, sore and 
painful as they are, serve to protect 
the underlying bone and joint. There- 
fore, treatment to be permanently help- 
ful must go back of the pad of skin 
‘and muscle. | 

X-ray examination of cases of bun- 
fons shows that the bones are “ sprad- 
died ¥ at the ball of the foot. The 
front of the foot bone called the meta- 
tarsal, which forms a joint with the 
great toe, points almost toward the other 
foot and this causes the joint with the 
great toe to be angular with the point 
of the angle rubbing against the shoe, 
This rubbing causes soreness, disease of 
the joint, enlargerment of the head and 
‘-bunions. Everybody says at once, when 
he sees an X-ray picture of a bunion 
foot, the angle must be flattened out, 
the big toe must be made to point 
straight forward, the “spraddling” of 
the bones at the ball ef the foot must 
be corrected. 

Dr. J. J. Monahan says we must look 
about two inches farther back in the 
foot for the seat of the trouble. At 
its back end the first metatarsal makes 
a joint with one of the ankle bones. It 
not infrequently happens that there is a 
wedge shaped process on the joint end 
of this ankle bone. This wedge shaped 
process tilts the first metatarsal bone so 
that it lies in an angular position in- 
stead of straight ahead. This makes an 
angle at the ball of the foot and this 
results in bunions. 4 

X-ray pictures show that about one per- 
son in ten has this wedge shaped mass 
of bone located on the inner side of 
the foot about two inches back of the 
ball. Sometimes it is a Separate bone 
and sometimes it is attached to one of 
the other bones. The place occupied by 
this little wedge determines whether 
the first metatarsal bone will point 
straight ahead or to one side, whether 
there will be bunions or not. | 
If this theory be correct, instead of cut- 
ting away the bunion or even the head 
of the metatarsal bone the proper op- 
eration for bunion consists in cutting 
away this wedge and then using the

CALIFORNIA AND THE JAPS. 

Chicago, Feb. 11.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Anti-American agitators in Ja- 
pan will be comforted and encouraged by 
the views expressed by Mr. Frank Put- 
nam on the California land legislation.

Prof. Paul Shorey, head of the de- 
partment of the Greek language and 
literature at the University of Chi- 
cago, will bé the orator at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania on Washing- 
ton’s birthday. His address will be on 
“ Our National Unity.” 

A unique prize contest is announced 
by the University of Chicago Press for 
undergraduates in the University of 
Chicago. The press offers to the writer 
of the best paper on the subject, “ The 
Place of the University Press in Mod- 
ern Education,” a first prize of $25, 
and to the writer of the second best 
paper $10.

state of mind about it. The tale was 
already appearing in a periodical and 
all the Dickens-loving world was de- 
vouring it. Dickens, who wae badly 
fagged mentally, was working on it 
almost day and night, and he was un- 
determined how to end his tale. More- 
over, he was under the necessity of 
‘utilizing all of his “leads” or clews, 
‘both true and false, and the problem 
was too much even for his nimble in- 
vention. 

The night before Dickens’ death he 
called on Boueicault and confessed to 
his perplexity. He asked Boucicault 
to help him and this the genial actor 
promised to do. Arm engagement was 

made for Boucicault to lunch with 
Dickens the following day, when the 
manuscript should be reviewed and the 
memoranda consulted. and the best of 
three possible courses of action be de- 
cided upon. But the case was not so 
simple as these-words might imply. 
No matter which method of murder 


by Jasper. the murderer in‘the story, 
there remained the obstructing false 
clews to be included and acccunted for. 
Boucicault, who had read the story as 
it appeared in serial, spent a part of 
the night thinking about the puzzie 
and rose with no clarity of vision. As 
he was dressing a messenger brought 
word that the great master of fiction 
was dead. It is not impossible that 


he died of Edwin Drood.

Orchestra Offers 
Dukas Symphony for

A conservative Frenchman took a 
S00dly measure of Wagner, added a 
pinch of Franck, a dash of Beethoven, 
and a saltspoonful of his own “ L’Ap- 
prenti Sorcier,” and called it the Dukas 
C major Symphony. He named it for 
himself, you see, and yesterday the. 
Chicago Symphony orchestra played it 
for the first time in our village. They 
played it well. Without any great dis- 
tinction, but, then, it wasn’t that kind 
of a symphony. There was an occa- 
sional gurgie noticeable in the brasses 
that seemed a Sputtering hangover 
from their Playing in the orchestral 
‘accompaniment to Bach’s B minor 
Mass, which was given by the Apollo 
club Monday ons: 


Adolph Weidig’s Three Episodes "’ 
came second on the program. A fine 
gentleman of the old schoo! of music, 
is this pleasant, white haired Chi cago 
pedagogue. His idiom is essentially 
Teutonic, and he is not ashamed to 
utilize the inventions that were the 
orchestral tools of Beethoven, Wagner, 


nier hours. I liked him for his honesty, 
his directness, and sincerity.
